The government, it is understood, 
is determined that the action of the 
paper controller ‘will have full official 
support and that his orders must be 
carricd out or the company in 
question.

for the delivery of newsprint to the 
western papers are enforced,

Salmon Pack 


Seyenty-Five Per Cent. Has Been Ex- 
ported Principally to Great 
Britain 


Practically all of the British Colum- 
bia salmon pack for the 1919 season 
consisting of 1,393,156 cases and val- 
ued at more than $15,000,000, has been 
sold. Seventy-five per cent, has been 
exported, principally to Great Britain. 
Cased salmon in emaller and varying 
quantities has been shipped from this 
province to other points in the British 
Empire, and to France, Italy, Greece 
and several other European countries 
says the Vancouver Province, 

No difficulty was experienced by the 
British Columbia canners in disposing 
of the red varieties, such as the sock- 
eyes, cohoes and red springs and a 
considerable proportion of _ these 
grades were sold in Canada, The 
sockeye pack, comprising 369,445 
cases was sold for a figure approxim- 
ating $6,000,000, 

While there was not the same de- 
mand for chums as for the more ex- 
pensive grades, it is estimated by the 
canners that 50 per cent. of the chum 
pack has been sold. The pack totalled 
some 372,035 cases, and on the basis 
of $6.75 per case of one-pound talls, 
and $7.75 for half-pound flats, the 
price would be practically $2,500,000.

Down Cost of Handling and 
Eliminates Middlemen, 
The operation of city produce mar- 
kets is regarded as having a close 
bearing on the cost of living in the 
towns and cities, With a view evid- 
ently of bringing out the best systems 
of conducting city markets The Agri- 
cultural Gazette of Canada, published 
by the department of agriculture at 
Ottawa, has brought together, if the 
December number, the systems by 
which markets are handled in eighteen 
of the larger cities in Canada, The 
statements provided by city mayors, 
city clerks and superintendents of 
markets show clearly that there does 
not exist in Canada any uniform sys- 
tem of city market administration. 
Each city has its own special rules 


and regulations. In some instances’ 


the market is sublet to a sort of pub- 
lican who buys from the city the 
privilege to collect tolls or fees from 
those who bring produce to the mar- 
ket, In other cases, as in Regina, we 
find a women’s organization efficient- 
ly conducting the city market on a 
business basis, while many public 
markets are directly managed by a 
committee appointed by the city 
council. The Hamilton board of trade 
has established a wholesome relation- 
Ship between its urban and rural 
peoples by creating a farmers’ section 
of the board, The friendly co-opera- 
tion and exchange of views between 
the two sections result in a_ better 
understanding of conditions, conse- 
quently the Hamilton market is high- 
ly esteemed by growers and buyers. 
It serves the interest of both. Spécial 
features adopted by varjous market 
administrations are ahs excellent 
results, for example, the system 
adopted as at Port Arthur for the 
selling of consignments of produce by 
the market manager on a commission 
basis. Besides securing to the pur- 
chasers fresh supplies of food at a 
cost, usually below the prices charged 
in the stores, these markets bring to 
the producer considerably higher 
prices than if the produce were com- 
pelled to pass through several hands 
each taking their necessary toll.
